The Bureau opened an investigation in July, 1953, in view of 
the possibility that this group vas Communist controlled or 
tnfiltrated. А closing report was submitted by Los Angeles 
on 12/31/53 when it was found there was no internal security 
interest. It has been indicated that some military personnel 
are interested in this organization, Copies of all pertinent gł
